The nreamble nrovldes that "fall
ure on the part of the allied and
associated powers to make objection
to said reservations and understand-
ings prior to the deposit of ratifica-
tion by the United States shall be
taken as a full and final acceptance
of such reservation and understand-
ings by said powers."

Lodge Offers Preamble.
The preamble was offered by sen-

ator Lodge, of Massachusetts, the
Republican leader, and accepted with-
out a roll calL

By a vote of 41 to At the senate
refused to write Into the preamble a
provision that the ratification should
not be binding unless the president
deposited it within 90 days after the
senate acted.

When debate on the question of
ratification began there was a vir-
tually unanimous agreement among
senators that the treaty would fall
and speakers on both sides sought to
shift the blame for the outcome. It
seemed likely that the session would
ran well into the night If the lead-
ers carried out their plan to Insist
on a vote before adjournment.

The senate broke from control
of the Republican leaders Thurs-
day and nnexpectedly swept Into
the Republican reservation pro
gram a declaration of iryTiipatby
for self Kovernment Ireland.
The proposal won out In committee

of the whole by a vote of 3 to 36
after an mil day debate. On a neeea- -
aaQr second vote, this action was con-
firmed, 45 to 28. ,

pemocrats Back Reservation.
TJurtmv debate peaoeratlc leaders

supported the reservation, and the Re-
publican mMiMgsm opposed tt be-
cause tt contained a general declara-
tion that this nation adhered to the
principle of the self determination of
peoples.
